Payne scored two touchdowns. Ken 


Madison a pair, nnd Owens fell on the 
ball behind the Arkadelphia goal after 
Captain Kennedy had raced through 
to block a punt, for the fifth touch- 
down. 


Taking the ball on. the opening 


kickoff, Stroud, 
halfback, 
made n 


nice return of 30 yards to place the 
ball in midficld. On the first attempt, 
Payne swept around end for 27 yards. 
Stroud and Spears ripped the liiie for 
eight yards and Payne picked up sev- 
eral more for a first down. 


With the ball on the two-yard line, 


Payrte wenV tnrough the line for a 
touchdown as a shower of rain fell ori 
the field. Spears plunged for the ex- 
tra point, and the Bobcats were out in 
front with a 7-point lead before the 
game was hardly five minutes old. 


Rain Slows Up Game 


rtnin slowed up the Bobcat ball car- 


riers and there was no more scoring 
in the first quarter. Despite a slip- 
pery field, only one fumble was made 
throughout the game. 


After a punting duel in the early 


part of the second period the Bobcats 
marched to the 10-yard line after Mad- 
ison had returned a punt to the Ar- 
kadclphin 35-yard line. However, Ar- 
kadelphia held to turn back the scor- 
ing threat.

Vote for Amendments Nos. 19 and 


20—and scratch the rest of the state 
referendum matter.

On the Hcmpslcad county ballot ap- 


pears Initiative Act No, 1 (the Coun- 
ty Salary Act). 


If you believe a county government 


whose revenues arc G7 per cent of 
what they were in prosperous years 
should ask its officers to come down 
off their 100 per cent salaries, then 
you will want to vote for Initiative 
Act No. 1. 


The general level of county salaries 


proposed by the Act is $2,700 a year. 


That's a pretty good salary in 1934. 


It will be a pretty good salary for sev- 
eral years to come. 


X X X 


The reason you nrc voting on coun- 


ty salaries Tuesday is that the coun- 
ty must reducp it,v>alariod expense jf 
it is to have any money left over for 
the other activities of government- 
such as furnishing medicine for the 
.sick, giving hospital care to the dang- 
erously ill, and otherwise carrying on 
the public business. 


No reduction can be expected to 


come voluntarily from the general 
run of public officials. 


They arc elected as a rule for not 


more than four years. If a public of- 
ficial served for life, then it would 
be to his interest to take a reduction 
now, and his salary could be raised 
again in more prosperous times. But 
officials come and go—and so nobody 
cares what happens to the office, so 
long as it doesn't happen during his 
particular term. 


For that reason the taxpayers and 


voters themselves must take action— 
nnd Initiative Act No. 1 this Tuesday 
is the action thnt is .proposed. 


X X X 


It will be argued that Initiative Act 


No. 1 is not entirely just to all the 
public offices. 


That may be true. This Act. is no 


more perfect than the nets of the leg- 
islature 
and 
other 
governmental 


bodies. 


But this also is true: If local gov- 


ernment is to carry on its public func- 
tions, other than the paying oi sala- 
ries, then salaries must be reduced— 
and there must be some time, some- 
where, a beginning. 


If there are injustices in this Act. 


they will show up in its administra- 
tion during the first year—and they 
wll be corrected. 


The Quorum Court has some auth- 


ority to make special appropriations. 


Behind that is the election of 1936, 


when an amended County Salary Act 
could be offered. 


Meanwhile, Initiative Act No. I de- 


serves a trial.

My ride on a crisp November af- 


ternoon in 1932 to keep my rendezvous 
with "Pretty Boy" Floyd is stamped 
indelibly on my memory. 


And the eight months of negotia- 


tions that led to this tryst is n period 


of my life that I'll 
never forget. 


Tile inspiration 


came suddenly to 
me one s p r i n g 
evening in' 1932 to 
arrange an inter- 
view 
w i t h 
the 


hero-villain of the 
hills and it was a 
tortuous trail that 
I followed, one of 
weary dickering, as 
I inched toward my 
goal, 
overcoming 


the 
suspicions of 


Vivian Brown, tnc hill folk, little 


by little gaining their confidence. 


Long conversations with law-abid- 


ing friends of the bandit, conferences 
with distant relatives, trip after trip 
to the hills to convince the canny 
natives that I was what I claimed to 
be, stretched from spring until the 
day in early October that I was in- 
structed to write a letter to Floyd 
and hand it to one of his friends. 


A few 'days later came my answer, 


penciled by Floyd, expressing will- 
ingness to see me, but setting no dale 
or specifying other arrangements. 


The Great Trip Starts 


On November 1, "Pretty Boy" stag- 


ed his famous homecoming, robbing 
the Sallisaw, Okla., bank of 55000. 
The holdup was a hilarious success, 
with Floyd wisecracking as he lined 
up his boyhood cronies and scattering 
some of tlie money in the street as he 
made his getaway. 


About 4 p. in., two days after the 


Sallisaw robbery, I came home from 
bu.sinc.ss school to find a stranger sit- 
ting in a car in front of thu house. 


"Are you Vivian Brown?" he asked. 
"Yes." 
"I'm from Jess (Jess Ring, Mrs. 


Floyd's uncle)," he said, without in- 
troducing himself. "Are you ready 
to go?" 


Hurriedly, I dropped my 
books, 


grabbed pencil and paper, and climbed 
in the car with him. 


We drove through the business part 


of Muskogee and headed west toward 
Okmulgec. All of eastern Oklahoma, 
aroused by the Sallisaw robbery, was 
.searching for Pretty Boy. 


Fearful of Slipup 


Every time a car passed my heart 


would be in my mouth. It might be 
loaded with "laws," looking for Pret- 
ty Boy. I knew that, if something hap. 
pcned, they would think I tipped off 
the officers. 


About 30 miles west, we turned left 


on a country road and drove through 
a cotton field to a largo corn field. 


The road, now only a path in the 


fields, turned right, hugging the bank 
of a .small stream that had cut a deep 
and ugly gully through the 
farms. 


We passed two squat houses, plodded 
down in the corn of the bottom tract. 


Thick underbrush and several large 


pecan trees rimmed the gully. Under 
the shade of one tree was a tan coupe, 
parked almost on the edge of the 
bank and several feet from the dim 
road. We drove alongside, stopping in 
the road. 


And There Wii.s Floyd 


Floyd, completely at case, stepped 


out of (he other car. 1 had seen hi.s 
pictures in the papers, but under 
different circumstances I doubt if i 
should ever have picked him for a 
criminal. 


His dark suit was well-tailored and 


recently pressed. 
He wove a white 


shirt, and a carefully knoted tie.

In 1930 Judge Stephens was a candidate for 


Cpunty Judge and was defeated. 
In 1932 he was 


again a candidate for County Judge, and at the 
time of his announcement became deeply concern- 
ed for the taxpayers of Hempstead County, and 
inserted a plank in his platform providing for a 
reduction of the salary from Three Thousand Dol- 
lars ($3,000.00) to Eighteen Hundred Dollars 
($1800.00) per annum.

the comptroller" said. 


The new act provides "the attorney 


general shall be the attorney for all 
state officials, departments, institu- 
tions and agencies, and whenever any 
officer or department, institution or 
agency of the state needs the services 
of an attorney the matter shall be cer- 
tified to the attorney general for at- 
tention. 


Section 2 provides that "all office 


work and advice for stale officials, 
departments, institutions and agencies 
.shall be given by the attorney general 
and his assistants, and no special coun- 
sel shall bo employed or additional 
expense paid for such services." 
,The attorney general has claimed 
that collection of delinquent taxes 
over the state does not. come under 
"office work," hence he has right to 
employ special counsel.
